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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of claims 1-5 on April 12, 2004 is acknowledged. Because applicant 
did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or 
other appropriate action (37 CFR 1. 144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: As to claim 1, after the 
term "comprising", the recitation - the steps of - should be added for describing the steps in a 
clear language. Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 
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In the abstract, the recitation, "The invention relates to a method" should be replaced by - 
A method - to satisfy with the above procedure. 

The term, "(Fig. 2)", should also be removed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Govoni et al (US 
4,518,750). 

As to claims 1 and 4, Govoni et al disclose a method for the treatment of catalysts for 
polymerization of olefins comprising the steps of introducing and distributing gas in the lower 
section of a reactor containing a catalyst bulk material (figure 1, col. 1, line 54), forming a 
fluidized bed in the reactor, treating the catalyst in the fluidized bed by activation treatment (col. 
4, lines 22-25), and discharging the reactor, wherein the reactor has a bottom that tapers 
downward (figure 1). 

As to claims 2 and 3, Govani et al disclose a separator to separate the fine particles, 
wherein the separator is a cyclone (figure 1, #14, col. 3, lines 1-25). 
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As to claim 5, an additional group, homopolymeric polypropylene, a gaseous phase, is 
introduced to the fluidized bed (figure 1, col. 4, lines 24-27). 

7. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lee et al (US 
4,197,418). 

As to claims 1 and 4, Lee et al disclose the method for the treatment of catalyst carriers 
for polymerization of olefins comprising the steps of introducing gas in the lower section of a 
reactor containing a catalyst carries bulk material (col. 6, lines 59-62), forming a fluidized bed in 
the reactor, treating the catalyst carrier particles in the bed by calcinations (col. 6, line 4), and 
discharging the reactor, wherein the reactor bottom tapers downwards (figure 1). 

As to claims 2 and 3, Lee et al disclose a separator for removing fine particles comprising 
a cyclone (#14, col. 8, lines 3-13). 

As to claim 5, Lee et al disclose an additional methanol (liquid) to be charged into the 
fluidized bed (col. 8, lines 52-64).
